June 17.— For 
distinguished services in their re­ 
spective fields of labor, 
the 
Uni­ 
versity of Wisconsin at the annual 
commencement exercises today con­ 
ferred the honorary degree of doc­ 
tor of laws upon Balthasar II. Meyer, 
member of the inter/tate

commission and a Wisconsin grad­ 
uate and former professor of trans­ 
portation; and upon Erwin Frank 
Smith. Washington, I). C., in charge 
of the laboratory of plant pathology 
of the bureau of plant industry, de­ 
partment of agriculture.
